Pursuant to 43 C.F.R. § 4.405,   Technology Corporation ("Appellant") 

respectfully requests an extension of its deadline to  a Statement of Reasons in this appeal. 

Specifically, Appellant requests that the deadline for the filing of its Statement of Reasons be 

extended to a date that is 30 days after the date upon which the administrative record is lodged 

by the Bureau of Ocean Energy Management ("BOEM"). The reasons for this extension request 

are as follows: 

Appellant filed this appeal on March 6,  In addition to this appeal, five related 

appeals were filed by similarly situated appellants, TGS  WesternGeco, LLC  4-

004), CGG Services (U.S.) Inc. (E14-005), Spectrum Geo, Inc. (E14-006), and MultiKIient

"Related Appellants"), all of whom are also represented by counsel. The Related Appellants 

have each filed requests for the same extension sought by Appellant herein. 

Pursuant to 43 C.F.R. §   and 43 C.F.R. § 4.22(e), Appellant's  Statement of Reasons 

is due to be filed on April 5,  However, BOEM has not yet lodged the administrative 

record in this appeal or in any of the five related appeals identified above. Counsel for BOEM 

has indicated that the administrative record in these appeals will not be lodged before 

Appellant's Statement of Reasons is due under 43 C.F.R. § 4.412.

To effectively pursue this appeal, it is critical for Appellant to review the administrative 

record before filing its Statement of Reasons and to support its Statement of Reasons with 

citations to documents in the administrative record. Appellant wil l be substantially prejudiced i f 

it is required to file its Statement of Reasons before the administrative record is available, 

because it wil l have been unable to review and consider the agency documents and 

correspondence that led to, and supported, BOEM's decision to deny Permit Application 

 Accordingly, Appellant respectfully requests that the deadline for the filing of its 

Statement of Reasons be extended to a date that is 30 days after the date upon which the BOEM 

promptly lodges the administrative record. See 43 C.F.R. §   (requiring BOEM to 

"promptly" lodge the administrative record). 

Counsel for Appellant conferred with counsel for BOEM and for counsel for Related 

Appellants in advance of the filing of this extension request. BOEM's counsel stated that BOEM 

does not oppose this extension request. Related Appellants' counsel stated that Related 

Appellants does not oppose this extension request.
